"MacArthur teld the committee 
that so far as he knew the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff never changed the 
Jan. 12 recommendation. 

It was, however, a recommen- 
dation sent to MacArthur for his 
information only and was not an 
instruction.. It was also submitted 
to Defense Secretary Marshall, 
who presumably took it up with 
the National Security Council, 
the highest policy group, which 
apparently. either modified it or 
put it on the shelf. It is to be 
noted that it called for recon- 
naissance flights over China and 
Manchuria, and not the bombing 
of Manchurian supply bases and 
air combat beyond the Yalu 
river, as MacArthur has advo- 
cated. 

Between the reerning and 
afternoon sessions, Chairman 
Russell held a brief press con- 
ference at which he said the “‘po- 
litical implications” of the Joint 
Chief’s recommendation had not 
been discussed by MacArthur or 
the committee members. Russel 
disclosed that a State Department 
representative was present at the 
morning session in “an advisory 
capacity” but had no power of 
censorship over what parts of the 
transcripts should be made avail- 
able to the press. He’ promised 
that he .would go over the- cdém- 
plete transcript later and the com- 
mittee would have the respon- 
sibility for making public addi- 
tional information.

Russell said that the Jan. 12 
recommendation had’ been made 
by the Joint Chiefs on their own 
motion and had been passed on 
to the “higher echelons”—the De- 
fense Secretary and the Presi- 
dent. 

MacArthur appeared before the 
Senate committeee to tell his side 
of the Korean policy quarrel 
which led to his dismissal by the 
President. In the few hours of 
his testimony, which may take 
several days to complete; he said:

He 
also said Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson had stated publicly in 
September that he thought there 
Was little chance of Chinese Com- 
munist intervention. 

MacArthur challenged in no 
way President Truman’s right to 
dismiss him from his Far Eastern 
commands, but was sharply crit- 
ical of the way it was done. 

The reason given—that he had 
not completely supported the pol- 
icies in the United States and 
the United Nations—he asserted 
was “completely invalid,”  be- 
cause he had not only carried out 
every directive received but was 
trying to find out wsat the future 
directives were to be. 

“I was operating in what I call 
a vacuum,” he testified. “I could 
hardly have been said to be in 
opposition to policies which I was 
not even aware of. I don’t know 


-what the policy is now.”

For Full Air, Sea Action. 

MacArthur said he believed “it 
would not take a very great addi- 
tional component of ground 
troops” to wind up the Korea 
war if the air and naval forees 
available in the Orient were al- 
lowed to operate beyond the con- 
fines of Korea. 

“Tf the air and naval forces are 
not actually used in their normal 
capacity,” he continued, “you 
would not be able to supply 
enough ground troops in Korea 
able to safely clear up 
North Korea.” 

Throughout his testimony be- 
fore the combined session of the 
Senate Foreign Relations and 


Armed Services Committee, the 


deposed Supreme Commander in 
the Pacific, belittled Russian of- 
fensive strength in the air and 
on the sea. 

Says Were Censored. 

He charged that his plans for 
extending the war beyond Korea 
were blocked by the State De- 
partment and that some of his 
reports nominally made to United 
Nations were “subject to censor- 
ship by our State and Defense 
Departments.” In at least one in- 
stance, he asserted, changes which 
he would not accept “seemed to 
place a political slant upon a 
military officer’s report, which 
were not warranted.” 

He' could not recall the details 
of this instance, but recalled that 
the Defense Department support- 
ed him that nothing should go 
into a report over his signature 
that he did not approve.

MacArthur disclosed that short- 

ly after the Chinese joined the 
North Koreans in December, he 
recommended the use of Chinese 
Nationalists in Korea and the 
blockade of the Chinese coast. 
The Air Force, he further dis- 
closed, had advocated from the 
beginning the “doctrine of hot 
pursuit” to chase any attacking 
airplane, whether it was over the 
border line or not. 
At one point MacArthur testi- 
fied today that his intelligence 
operations were conducted “under 
inhibitions that have probably 
never been equaled.” 

Without elaborating, he made 
the remark when asked his esti- 
mate of Russian submarine 
strength. Asserting that the esti- 
mates vary, he added: 

“Probably the superior methods 
of gathering intelligence here in 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
give a great deal more informa- 
tion than I could give you, I am 
very limited, and what I could 
gather was on my immediate 
front and under inhibitions that 
have probably never. been 
equaled.” 

Views on Russia. 
On: the subject of Russian in- 
tentions, MacArthur said his per- 
sonal belief is that the Soviet has 
“two great choices’—whether at 


to attack or whether he is not 
going to attack. 

“He knows, just as well as you 
and I know, that we are not go- 
ing to attack him,” he said. 

If Russia’s basic policy is that 
it will not attack—that it is do- 
ing well enough in the present 
atmosphere—he said, “I do not 
believe that anything that hap- 
pens in Korea, or Asia, for that 
matter, would affect his basic 
decision.” 

“If he has determined that he 
is going to use force, sooner or 
later,” he added, “what occurs in 
Korea, or in Asia, might affect 
his timetable.” | 

MacArthur told the Senators that 
he doubted very much whether 
our experience with United Na- 
tions forces in Korea would be 
of benefit to the United States 
in event of an all-our war be- 
tween the Communists and the 
free world. 

As to our own troops in the 
Far East, MacArthur “seriously 
doubted” whether the Russians 
could have captured Japan at the 
time he stripped his forces to go 
to the aid of South Korea.

Comment on U. N. Forces. 

MacArthur’s comments on the 
value of U.N. forces in an all-out 
Wwar were made in response to the 
following put to him by Chair- 
man Russell of the Senate Armed 
Service Committee: 

“Do you think that the experi- 
ence we have had there (Korea) 
might stand us in good stead in 


\the event of an all-out war where 


we could undertake to have 
armies that would be composed 
of soldiers from many nations? 
Has it been on large.enough scale 
to assist us and other members 
of the United Nations—have they 
transported enough troops there 
to where that experience would 
really be of any benefit to us in 
case of an all-out war between 
Communism and the free world?” 

In reply, the former supreme 
commander in the Pacific said: 

“I doubt it very much, Senator. 
The forces of all the nations ex- 
cept the South Koreans and ours 
are token forces at best.” 


Not a Voluntary Witness. 

‘MacArthur had no _ prepared 
statement. and said that he ap- 
peared not as a voluntary witness 
at all,- but in response to a re- 
quest from the committee. He 
testified under oath as will other 
witnesses. 

On the Senate floor, Minority 
Leader Wherry of Nebraska re- 
newed the G.O.P. fight to open 
the MacArthur hearings to the 
public. However, only a half 
dozen’ Senators were on the floor 
when the session began at noon. 
Most of the others were at the 
MacArthur hearing. 

At the outset, MacArthur said 
he associated. himself with Rus- 
sell’s statement that the hearings 
should be conducted on a non- 
partisan plane. 

Russell: said, “The guiding 
light here today, and in the days 
to follow, must be the national in- 
terest, for the national interest 
transcends, in importance, the 
fortunes of any individual, or 
group of individuals.” 


Reason for Secrecy.

_ WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce has demanded the 
drafting of an American foreign 
' policy freé from “partisan politics” 
and on what it called full 
public osure of the interna- 
tional situation. 

This policy, the chamber assert- 
ed in a formal resolution, should 
replace the .“frustration, uncer- 
tainty and political partisanship 
indicated in our present foreign 
policy insofar as the American 
people have been informed there- 
of.” 

The resolution was adopted 
unanimously by about 2500 dele- 
gates. as the final official act of 
the chamber’s Thirty-ninth annual 
convention which closed last 
night. 

The chamber declared its full 
support of the United Nations de- 
cision to resist the aggression in 
Korea. It also supported American 
recognition of the Chinese Nation- 
alist government and said the 
United States “if necessary” 
should help protect Formosa from 
Communist assault. 

. It urged continued aid, both 
military and economic, to assist 
western European countries in 
throwing up defenses against pos- 
sible Russian attack. 

Assails Labor Policy. 

A number of resolutions de- 
manded changes in federal mobi- 
lization machinery. 

The chamber attacked Presi- 
dent Truman’s grant of power to 
the new Wage Stabilization Board 
to settle labor disputes arising 
from non-wage issues.

— NATIONS, N.Y., May 
3 {AP)—United States demands 
for‘a world-wide embargo against 
Cotnmunist China on all strategic 
war ‘materials, including supplies 
for: making atomic bombs, come 
up-today in a United Nations 
committee on punishments for 
Peiping. 

Britain and France are report- 
ed holding back from such a 
course at present. 

The 12-nation committee, tech- 
nically named the U.N. Commit- 
tee on Additional Measures, will 
meet behind closed doors. 

Demands by U.S. 
Ernest A. Gross, deputy United 


States delegate to the U.N., is 
ready to present the American 
position. It was said authorita- 
tively that he would argue that: 

1, The U.N. must take action, 
as: strong as possible, to halt the 
shipment of everything to Red 
China that can be used in making 
war materials and in carrying on 
Chinese aggression in Korea. 

2. The U.N. General Assembly 
should call .on every member, 
even including the Soviet Union, 
to clamp this embargo on all ma- 
terials—a long list—of a strategic 
nature. 

3. Red China cannot make 
atomic bombs but the Soviet 
Union, which the United States 
said had a hand in promoting the 
Communist aggression in North 


sion. The embargo should cover 
materials used in producing 
atomic energy so the _ Soviet 
Union could not obtain help 
along that line. 

Proof of Aggression. 

Yesterday, Lt. Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway sent to the U.N. a 
special report asserting he had 
obtained documentary proof that 
the North Koreans were the ag- 
gressors against South Korea. The 
report was the first from Ridg- 
way since he succeeded Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur as U.N. com- 
mander in Korea. 

Dated May 2, it dealt exclusive- 
ly with the discovery of two mili- 
tary’ orders issued shortly before 
the Korean fighting started last 
June 25. Ridgway said the or- 
ders provided clear proof that the 
Communist attack “was carefully 
prépared and carried out in ac- 
cordance with a deliberate and 
preconceived plan for the con- 
quest of the Republic of Korea.” 

- «Plans For Attack. 

The new documents were: “Re- 
connaissance Order No. 1” from 
the. general staff of the North 
Korean army to the chief of staff 
of the Fourth Division, and “op- 
eration Order N. L.” issued by 
Lee’ Kwon Mu, commandihg offi- 
cer*of the Fouth Division.

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Challenge of Constitu- 


tionality.

JEFFERSON .CFTY, May 3— 
The controversial Quinn bill for 
comprehensive reorganization of 
the State Highway Department 
under an eight-man, instead of 
four-man commission, was rfre- 
ported favorably for passage -yes- 
terday by the Senate Roads and 
Highways Committee. 

The committee approved three 
amendments proposed by Senator 
William M. Quinn of Maywood, 
co-author of the measure, in an 
effort to meet the opponents’ 
charge that the bill would throw 
the present nonpartisan state 
highway administration into poli- 
tics. 

There is a serious difference of 
opinion on whether the sponsors 
have legally stepped around the 
constitutional requirement that 
highway department employes be 
selected without regard to politics. 

Constitutional Issue. 

As originally introduced, the 
bill provided that the 4200 State 
Highway Department employes 
be divided as near as possible be- 
tween the two major political 
parties. After this provision was 
attacked as violating the consti- 
tutional requirement, the bill was 
amended to provide that the se- 
lection and removal of age to 
olit- 
ical affiliation, but that not miore 
than half of the regular employes 


in any division of the department 
may belong to the same party. 
Opponents contend that this re- 
statement of the attempted bi- 
partisan selection of employes is 
still a violation of the Constitu- 
tion, since the politics of present 
and prospective employes must 
be ascertained to comply with 


that provision in . the . act. 


Under another amendment, the 
proposed equal political division 
of employes would not apply to 
those on the department payroll 
as of April 1, 1951. 

The measure also has been 
sharply criticized because it would 
place the general administration 
of the department under a direc- 
tor appointed by the commission, 
and relegate the present chief 
engineer, who is now the head of 
the department, to a subordinate 
position of heading only the engi- 
neering division. 

The director would have the 
power to hire and fire all depart- 
ment employes, except depart- 
ment heads named by the com- 
mission. 

Discriminatory Effect. 

Quinn has argued that an eight- 
man State Highway Commission 
would be more representative of 
the state, but his bill actually 
would prevent the more populous 
centers in the state from fair 
representation and put the com- 
mission in control of the rural 
sections of the state. 

No more than one commissioner 
could be named from. the same 
city or an adjoining county, which 
would mean that St. Louis City 
and St. Louis county, with almost 
one third of the state’s popula- 
tion, could never have more than 
one representative on the eight- 
man commission. 

Quinn’s bill, approved by a 
7-to-3 committee vote, is similar 
to a 10-man commission bill which 
the Legislature passed in 1945 
under Quinn’s sponsorship, and 
which Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
vetoed.

German Hordes | 


Trekking Back to Their Homeland|> 


‘Refugees’ Treated as an Exclusively Reich} 
Problem—tThree Camps Offer Only 
Temporary Haven.

UELZEN, Germany—lIn the 
dawn of ‘each spring morn- 
jing a line begins to form outside 
the barriers’ of Camp Bohldamm 
here. Sometimes longer, some- 
times not so long, the line itself 
has been there for more than 
five .years—men, women and 
children; -wretched, miserable, 
hopeful—a daily reminder of the 
problem which, next to that of 
outright Soviet aggression, of- 
fers more threat to Germany's 
future security than any other. 

These are the “fluechtlinge,” 
or “German refugees,” as dis- 
tinguished from the “displaced 
persons” of other nationalities. 
They are the homeless, the up- 
rooted, the dispossessed—and the 
angry and disillusioned. Hitler 
grew his Nazi party from much 


less fertile seed. 


The Allied armies and interna- 
tional agencies like the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organzation ac- 
cepted responsibility for the “dis- 
placed persons,” most: of them 
slave laborers swept up during 
the periods of Nazi triumph and 
properly considered victims of the 
Nazi system. The Germans were 
compelled to pay much of the cost 
as part of the occupation budget. 

The “refugees” on the other 
hand were treated as an exclu- 
sively German problem. Not un- 
til much later did the scope of the 
problem and the extent of its po- 
tential threat begin ‘to be recog- 


One to Five Ratio. 

In the present shrunken con- 
fines of Western Germany there 
are more than 9,100,000 of these 
people, one in every five of the 


entire population. In some areas 
the ratio runs more than one for 
one of the local inhabitants. 

Six million of them come from 
the former German territories 
east of the Oder-Neisse river 
boundary and from the Soviet-oc- 
cupied zone of Eastern Germany 
and Berlin. More than 3,000,000 
are ethnic or racial Germans ex- 
pelled from other nations at the 
end of the war, notably from 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary. . 

Another 3,000,000 still live 
among the native German inhabi- 
tants of the Soviet-occupied zo

Arkansas Strawberries Arrive 


in Heavy Supply, Forerun- 
ners of Big Season. 


‘By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
E seldom give a thought to 
the important part the good 
old staples on our market 


lists play in our lives. We jot} 


down “loaf of bread” or “sugar” 
without giving them a second 
thought. 

Just how much that loaf of 
bread means to us all is high- 
lighted in reports issued this year, 
the 10th anniversary of the en- 
richment of flour, on the progress 
made within that decade on con- 
quering nutritional deficiency 
diseases. 

“Nor is there any reason to con- 
sider bread as merely a prosaic 
necessity. It can actually be the 
glamour touch to a meal. Con- 
sider, for example, the many 
types of bread sticks which can 
be served with soup or salad. 
Bread which has been spread 
with butter, topped with some 
appetite-teasing mixture, run 
under a broiler and cut into 
strips can turn out to be some- 
thing pretty special. You can let 
your imagination run riot and 
dream up your individual 
mixture to complement the rest 
of your: menu—as a starter you 
might try some combinations such 
as parsley and cheese, onion and 
cheese, a sprinkling of dill seeds, 
or garlic butter. : 

Let’s take the other example on 
our grocery list—sugar. Do you 
have any idea how much of it you 
ate last year? According to the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture the average consumer 
used about 100 pounds, broken 
down like this. Bought about 56 
pounds at grocery store, drank 10 
pounds in beverages, ate 9- pounds 
in baked goods, 8 pounds in 
eandy, 7 pounds in canned fruits, 
jams and jellies, and 3 pounds in 
ice cream. 

' Now maybe you will treat those 
staples with a little more respect 
in the future.

F you want to stretch your 

meat dollar, choose from pork 

cuts. Fresh pork loins, fresh 
hams, ready-to-eat hams, or the 
pork variety meats. Spareribs are 
a good item, and with the break 
in the weather you may long to 
get to the barbecue pit for some 
of those barbecued spareribs 
you've been dreaming about all 
winter. 

Poultry remains an _ excellent 
value—primarily fryers, although 
hens’ have tapered off a lfttle 
within the past 10 days; and don’t 
overlook the possibilities of hen 
turkeys. 

Incidentally, there is an item 
on the market now which is a 
find for your emergency shelf— 
chopped ham with a delicious 
raisin sauce packaged in with it. 
The sauce, which is sealed in a 
plastic bag within the tin, has a 
delicate orange flavor which 
tastes as if you had spent hours 
concocting it. This is not an in- 
expensive item, but it is a good 
addition to the list of tinned 
goods you keep on hand for un- 
expected guests or for a quick 
meal.

HERE are ample supplies of 
T vegetables this week, but an 
unusually wide variance in 
quality — particularly of string 
beans, corn, Iceberg lettuce and 
tomatoes. With Mexico and 
Florida shipping seasons over- 
lapping on tomatoes there are a 
lot of them around; some excel- 
lent, others far from it. You will 
find plently of string beans but 
the young, tender ones may be a 

little higher in price. 

With supplies of New Triumphs 
from Alabama entering the pic- 
tzre, the price of new potatoes 
has moderated. The first carload 
of California Long Whites have 
arrived; these are the very thin, 
tender skinned potatoes. 

Florida supplies of corn are 
dwindling, and although other 
sections may send us some the 
really top-quality corn will be a 
little scarce this weekend. 

As we mentioned, there is a 
great variance in the quality of 
iceberg lettuce, with the best 
quality bringing a higher price. 
Hothouse grown leaf .Jettuce is 
very scarce (in fact, was unavail- 
able at times last week), and bibb 
lettuce has become almost a rar- 


ity. 

California asparagus has found 
its level and probably will remain 
at prevailing prices. The first 
home-grown asparagus has come 
to town, and supplies of home- 
grown rhubarb, mint, green on- 
ions, spinach and kale are steadily 
increasing. The kale, incidental- 
ly, is young, tender and particu- 
larly delicious right now. 

Here is a list of items which 
are in heavy supply and may rep- 
resent real bargains: Cucumbers, 
eggplant, peppers, radishes, green 
onions and rhubarb,

Nutritionists have proved that 
those individuals who _ receive 
well-balanced meals through in- 
fancy and the years of growth 
have the best chance of becoming 
healthy adults. And with food 
manufacturers putting out vege- 
tables, meats and fruits in baby- 
size cans all carefully formulated 
to meet the food needs of the in- 
fant and toddler, infant nutrition 
should be at its best. 
Pediatricians play a great part 
in the lives of infants and juniors 
and they will advise when and in 
what manner the new foods are 
to be added to baby’s diet. Re- 
cently doctors have been experi- 
menting and have found that 
some babies do very well when 
solids are introduced at an early 
ave. However, all children are 
different and this should be done 
only on the advice of the pedia- 
trician. 
Where it is difficult to induce 
a baby to eat egg yolk it may be 
hard-cooked and forced through a 
coarse sieve. Egg yolk may then 
be used over Strained soups, 
strained .vegetables. It may also 
be combined with  pre-cooked 
cereals. The egg yolk may be 
combined with one-half cup milk, 
and two tablespoons fruit juice. 
This is cooked in top of double 
boiler over hot ‘water until the 
mixture coats a spoon. It may be 
sweetened slightly with corn 
syrup and served lukewarm as a 
dessert.

OPS has estimated tne overall 
cut in retail beef prices will 
amount to 9 or 10 cents a pound 
by October. 

The Senate Agriculture Com- 
‘mittee saic the OPS program al- 
ready has resulted in producers 
rushing their cattle to market be- 
fore they are fattened to the best 
weights. The committee said 
“such premature marketing will 
result in a loss of meat for con- 
sumers.” 

The Government today set a 
ceiling price of 22 cents a gallon 
on  blackstrap molasses. from 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Is- 
lands, effective May 8. 

DiSalle said the action is aimed 
at clarifying “existing confusion” 
over ceiling prices for the com- 
modity. He said it ‘will not re- 
sult in any increase in prices to 
consumers and is the first step in 
establishing a uniform and more 
reasonable price for blackstrap 
molasses.” 

Ceiling prices on pure nickel | 
scrap will be cut back May 8 to 
a base of 4012 cents a pound. 
OPS said the new ceiling com- 
pares with prices as high as $2 
a pound permitted under the gen- 
eral price freeze of Jan. 26, and 
with the ceiling af 5042 cents a 
pound for primary nickel.

That whittles down the potential 
invasion force considerably. 
What’s worse, there are few re- 
serves.

When both political parties almost 
stampeded the nation with an Eisen- 
hower-for-President boom, our democ- 
racy again was imperiled. And today 
the hero-worship accorded MacArthur 
presents our democracy with the dan- 
ger anew.

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Victory for French Moderates - 


French Premier Henri Queuille apparently 
has accomplished, after weeks of political ma- 
neuvering, the principal task he set for his 
caretaker cabinet. The National Assembly at 
last has agreed on a new election law by a 
margin wide enough virtually to assure its final 
adoption, even if the upper house should 
bounce it back to the lower chamber again.

Is the purpose of the ballot framers to devise 
so many methods of submitting propositions in 
St. Louis as to confuse voters completely? 

The almost infinite variety goes far to suggest 


that this is the case. Consider this array: 


1. The School Levy and Loan Ballot. It read: 
“For the Levy. Against the Levy. For the 
Loan. Against the Loan.” The voter was 
expected to draw a line through the propositions 
which he did not favor. For example, if he 
wanted to vote for the levy, he drew a line 
through “Against the Levy.” This form had the 
effect of requiring the voter to think negatively. 

2. The State Constitutional Amendment 
Ballot. Propositions submitted by the Legisla- 
ture and voted on last November were pre- 
sented in an altogether different form. The 
ballot stated the proposition. Then there ap- 
peared .two squares, one square opposite the 
word “For” and the other opposite the word 
“Against.” The voter was expected to place 
his mark in the square opposite the word which 
expressed how he wished to vote. This form 


, required the voter to think in the affirmative. 


3. Judicial Ballot. Under Missouri’s Non- 
partisan Court Plan, the voter receives a ballot 
listing the names of the Judges whose retention 
in office is at issue. The ballot states expressly: 
“Scratch Yes to Vote No or Scratch No to Vote 
Yes.” This form, different from either No. 1 
or No. 2, has the voter thinking negatively 
again. 

There is no. earthly excuse for all these—and 
perhaps other—conficting forms. How many 
voters mark some of their ballots just opposite 
to their intention no one can even guess. Cer- 
tainly ballots are invalidated every election 
because of the confusion. 


Up to now no one has devised a simpler, ‘ 


clearer form than asking the voter to place his 
mark in one or the other of two squares oppo- 
site such unmistakable alternatives as “For” 
and “Against” or, perhaps, the even  blunter 
“Yes” and “No.” 

This problem obviously involves state, county 
and municipal propositions and no one unit of 
government can work out the solution. But 
the Governor can and should take the lead in 
moving to create a standard proposition ballot 
in Missouri. 

If citizens are to be asked to make laws at 
the polls, the least the submitting authorities 
should do is to draw the ballots so as to elimi- 
nate needless conflicts and confusion. 
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The Board Is Right 


At least nine of the 12 members of the Board 
of Education already have announced their con- 
viction that the school building bond issue 
should again be submitted to the voters. So it 
is altogether probable that another special elec- 
tion will be ordered by the board at its next 
meeting, and that this election: will be held 
relatively soon. 


Ordinarily, there is an argument against such 


‘a quick attempt to reverse the verdict of the 


electorate. But the big fact im this case is that 
St. Louis really did not vote against the’ bond 
issue. The ballots ran virtually 2 to 1 in favor 
of it, the required two-thirds majority being 
missed by a mere 349 votes. So it may well be 
argued that if this result were allowed to stand, 
the will of the people actually would be flouted. 


The proposed $17,230,000 bond issue is of the 
utmost importance because without it not even 
the school system’s emergency space require- 
ments can be met. Dilapidated buildings can- 
not be repaired. Temporary structures cannot 
be replaced. And essential new schools cannot 
be built. 

The cost of an extra election is regrettable, 
but this item sinks into relative insignificance 
when compared to the social cost of attempting 
to carry out the educational program of a grow- 
ing city in an inadequate and decaying school 
plant. Under the circumstances, another vote, 
preceded by a short, intensive campaign, is 
more than justified. 

St. Louis is entitled to register a desire which 
on Tuesday was frustrated—and only narrowly 
frustrated—by the two-thirds technicality.

Republican Senator says Constitution plainly gives Truman power 
to relieve MacArthur; exercise of civilian control no grounds for 
impeachment; as critic of Asia policies he reserves judgment on 
wisdom, but upholds constitutional authority of President's course.

T shall withhold final judgment on the 
wisdom and advisability of the replace- 
ment of Gen. MacArthur as command- 
er in the Asiatic area until such time as 
the Armed Services 
Committee cgn go in- 
to all the facts, as I 
believe the commit- 
tee will. 

However, as a con- 
stitutionalist I wish 
to place myself on 
record today in sup- 
port of a great con- 
stitutional principle. 

The founding fa- 
thers when _ they 
wrote the basic or- 
ganic law, the foun- 
dation on which all 
our liberties and 
freedoms as citizens 
rest, left no doubt at all in regard to the 
authority and power of the President of 
the United States to act as the Com- 
mander in Chief of the armed forces of 
the nation. 

Anyone who reads the historic debates 
which preceded the birth of this great 
republic can have no doubt as to the im- 
portance of maintaining civilian control 
over the military establishment. 

From experience the founding fathers 
well knew how easy it is for basic human 
rights and freedoms to be lost under the 
dictatorial power of military control. 

Let us read section 2 of article II of 
the Constitution: 

“The President ghail be Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy of the United 
States, and of the militia of the several 
States, when called into the actual service 
of the United States.” . 


No Room for Legal Doubt 


There is nothing in the language which 
says that the power and authority of the 
President of the United States as Com- 
mander in Chief of-the Armed Forces to 
remove a military commander from his 
command is limited by any advice or 
consent of the Senate of the United 
States before he takes action. 

The very next paragraph of section 2 
sets forth exactly such a limitation with 
regard to the powers of the President in 
the case of treaties. Thus we see that 
when the framers of the Constitution 
use words of limitation on 
yo ou dent’s powers they knew how to 

o it. 

In the great debate which has developed 

ver the question of exercise of powers 

the President as Commander in Chief 
there can be no room for doubt as to 
what powers are conferred on the Presi- 
dent of the United States by section 2, 
article II of the Constitution. It makes 
him the Commander in Chief. 

Thus it carries out the wish and the 
will of. the founding fathers that the 
military shall be subjected to the orders 
of the civilian head of a republic such 
as ours,

“The President, Vicé President, and all 
civil officers of the United States, shall 
be remoyed from office on impeachment 
for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors.” 

That is what the Constitution says about 
impeachment. That section of the Consti- 
tution constitutes the only authority on 
the part of the Senate of the United 
States to try any President, Democrat or 
Republican, on grounds of impeachment.

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AT LONG LAST the grass is growing so fast 
you can almost hear it; faster, at any rate, than 
the cattle can eat it. Already the cows are put- 
ting on weight, despite the drain of nursing their 
calves, and are shedding their winter coats. Rufus 
grazes contentedly in the fields with his harem, 
the handsomest bull in Belleview Valley.

WE MAKE A CHECK of the cattle once every 
day and are always amused at the circumspectiom 
with which old Mike approaches the herd. There 
is only one cow with a tendency to be wild when 
she has a young calf at her side, this being the 
one that chased me three times around the barn, 
some weeks ago. But Mike gives them all.a wide 
berth, sitting away off at the edge of the field 
while we make our inspection, then taking a 
circle to rejoin us. Chipper, on the other hand, 
minds the cattle not at all and is especially 
interested in. the newest calf which is equally 
curious about the small black dog. 

One of our chief tasks from now on through 
the grazing season is to manage our pastures so 
as to keep the grass coming along all the time. 
We find the best way to do this, once real grow- 
ing weather is here, is to load each pasture 
heavily in rotation. This insures the grass being 
taken down at an even rate. Then when the cattle 
are moved to another field we mow the one from 
which we've just removed them. This keeps down 
weeds, brings the new growth along evenly and 
enables us to utilize the old, mature growth for 
mulch. This matter of pasture management is 
important in maintaining good health and maxi- 
mum growth in the herd.

They're Not Dainty, But Something He Can Really Sink His Teeth Into _

T’S true that. the sandwich 

started out as a piece of meat 

between two hunks of bread, 
but it has come a long way since 
then. In the process it has been 
pulled this way and that with the 
result that the average sandwich 
not only wouldn't recognize itself, 
but it wouldn't have the slightest 
idea where it stands.

GETTING BACK DOWN to the 
staple groceries again, sand- 
wiches can be made out of just 
about anything, if you have an 
ear for sandwich making. For 
instance, you can make a good 
sandwich out of beans. Like this: 
Drain a cup of baked beans and 
mash them well. Mix in two 
tablespoons of chili sauce. Spread 
it on buttered slices of Boston 
brown bread. Sprinkle the top 
with hot, crisply fried bacon, and 
you'll see what I mean.

“Not Worthy to Wipe His Shoes.” 


HE allusion to someone being 

not worthy to wipe someone 

else's shoes is not—though 
this may surprise the reader—a 
modern vulgarism. Actually, it 
has about 600 years of usage in 
black and white behind it. 

The English forefathers from 
whom Americans haye their 
speech seemed to like the nega- 
tive idea of unworthiness, 
coined some colorful expressions 
for it. One current in the seven- 
teenth century was “not worthy 
to be named the same day”; an- 
other “not worthy to carry his 
books after him.” Further back, 
they referred to those not worthy 
“to buckle and unbuckle” some- 
one’s shoes. 

“Not worthy to wipe his shoes” 
had a proverbial status some 
centuries ago, and enjoys about 
as long a history as any of our 
old sayings. Its first usage on the 
record is this very interesting one 
in the “Squire’s Tale” of Geoffrey 
Chaucer, where we find the term 
for “shoes” to be the still familiar 
“galoche’'! : 

Chaucer wrote about one “Ne 
were worthy unbeloken his ga- 
locke.” 

But behind all this is the source 


that has made the deepest im- 


pression, both as to the idea and 
the form of expression, upon the 
minds of men. In the instance of 
this old saying it igs sometimes 
overlooked. In The Gospel Ac- 
cording to St. Mark, I:7, we find: 


“There cometh One mightier than 

“ I after me, the latchet of whose 
shoes 

I am not worthy to stoop down 
and unloose.” 


To stretch creamed chicken and 
ham for a buffet supper, add 
finely diced celery when reheat- 
ing.

E RETURNED here iate 

Monday after a brief but 

very good trip to London. 
Though our purpose was to do

By 
that time it was quite plain how 
we would have to stand on the

ly voted on while I was gone. 

It is quite evident that the 
basic disagreement between the 
Soviet Union and other countries 
represented en the Human Rights 
Commission is on the question of 
how any rights, no matter what 
they are, will be enforced.

RUSSIA CONSIDERS that 
there is only one way and that 
is through the state itself. The 
.rest of us concede that when a 
state accepts an obligation it 
must be enforced through the 
laws of the state, but we also are 
willing to concede that there 
must be some international co- 
operation and supervision. 

Without some international pact 
one of the main reasons for hav- 
ing a covenant will disappear. 
This is that there must be uni- 
forntity of understanding and the 
knowledge in all nations of what 
other nations actually are doing. 
Without these factors there would 
be no growth in mutual réspect 
for the rights of all human be- 
ings. It is in this respect that we 
base our hopes of building a cor- 
nerstone on which peace can rest 
in the future.

N a big old barn of a theate

studio just off Broadway, Bert 
Parks, the handsome paymaster 
of the two great giveaways, “Stop 
the Music” and “Break the Bank, 
was rehearsing his newest video 
show.
